Nevertheless, the extensive 
travelling and widespread tennis 
activities of the leading players 
of these other nations leave little 
doubt that the problem involves 
these players. 

Australia, so far, has had only 
minor problems to solve regarding 
the difficulty, and diplomatic. ne- 
gotiations have provided an easy 
way out. 

The International. Lawn Tennis 
Federation, controlling body of 
amateur tennis throughout the 
world, has its iules and standing 
orders revised from time to time, 
and has the means for providing 
such control, 4. 

Comprised of representatives of. 
affiliated nations throughout the 

. world, it has the power to decide 
and insist upon a regulation for 

.the . payment’ of expenses to 
amateurs. :

It is quite obvious. that ,many 
avenues exist for the exploitation of 
the Federation rule regarding the pay- 
ment of expenses. . 

These loopholes negertive the effect 
of the rule, but not so much as the 
fact that the rule itself. is subsidiary 


‘to any such rule in ‘existence in any 


tennis nation. 

In other words, the Federation does 
not insist-on the strict application of 
the rule, despite having the necessary 
power to do so. nae 

This is_a most anomalous position,. 
and should not be allowed to continue. 
The Federation should enforce the rule 
—despite its many loopholes—through- 
out the internatonal tennis world; 
under its control. 

Strict supervision in this respect 
will soon bring to light the apparent 
weaknesses under the rule now in 
existence. Revision, from tme to time, 
be undertaken by the 
Federation.

Every detail relevant 
to their activities should be studiéd, so 
that a rule may be framed by the 
Federation, and its observance strictly 
insisted upon, : 

The future of amateur tennis stars 
of various nations is a matter for their 
own individual interest, and the

Champions come.and go, but ama- 
teur lawn tennis goes on and on—for- 
ever, I hope.
